CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—An indict- 
ment of poor farms and orphan 
asylums in all parts of the country 
as characterized by conditions “re- 
volting and a scandal to the na- 
tion,”’ was delivered by Secretary of 
Labor Davis, in an address here to- 
day. He said that a survey now be- 
ing conducted by the Department of 
Labor disclosed American county 
charitable institutions are “a cen- 
tury behind the times,” “Monu- 
ments of waste,” and places of 
“filth, cruel inhumanity and hor- 
ror.’’ Children are born in such in- 
stitutions, he said, ‘‘to a heritage 


‘of misery.” f 


‘“Hure sums are wasted annually 
in conducting 100 poor farms for 
100 counties in one state,” he said. 
“Concentration in the care of the 
aced, orphans and indigent, would 
bring happiness to these unfortu- 
nates. The present archaic system 
is as bad as the workhouses exposed 
by Charles Dickens in England 
years ago, or worse. Unspeakable 
suffering has been disclosed. An 
overseer performing an operation 
for gangrene with a hacksaw is only 
one of the horrors thus far res 
vealed.”

FORD'S ROAD MAKES PROFIT

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THE TAXPAYERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 

Amendment No. 6 touches the pocketbook of 
every taxpayer. While the proportion of general 
taxes for State purposes is small the State income 
tax is all for State expenditure. Some states hare 
no income tax. Missouri's {mcome taxes might be 
much reduced, !{f not obliterated, by establishing 
efficiency and economy in State government and 
eliminating useless political jobs. 

When a committee of the Constitutional Con- 
vention began to study the executive branch of the 
State government it found 73 departments, boards 
and commissions, all independent of one another, 
many of them overlapping in their functions and 
some partially or entirely useless.

The need of sych consolidation 
has long been recognized, but whenever the sub- 
ject has come up in the Legislature it has been 
made a partisan issue. resulting in deadlock.
